‘A $265,000 town building repair 
Program could enter construction 
phases by September 1 and be 
completed three months later, 
Tewksbury Selectmen were told 
Tuesday. The board is currently 
awaiting bids for the work, which 
are due by Wednesday, July 17, 
and will open the bids next 
Tuesday. 

‘The program is designed to repair 
four town buildings; the town hall, 
the center school, the center fire 
station and the library. Funding for 
the program was acquired when an 
April 1984 town meeting voted to 
borrow $200,000 to create a town 
building repair fund. A recent town 
meeting another $65,000 to 
that figure when estimates showed 

id take that much to finish the 
needed exterior repairs to the town 
hall. 

Arch Works, a New “Hampshire 
design and construction firm that 
specializes in renovating older 
buildings, was retained last year to 
set up the bid specifications and 
work schedule.

brought a small bit of serenityto Brown,’ “Peg O'My Heart,’ 
a hurried world. and other camp favorites. Once 


soaking up the sun and creating 
memories to be looked back on, 
fondly, in later years, 

One summer in my childhood 
‘stands out as being, literally, for 
the birds. Or chickens, as it 
turned out. For that was the 
year our very middle class 
family exchanged the heat of the 
Long Island suburb for a 
chicken coop. For two glorious 
weeks, we lived in the wilds of 
upstate New York in a fly- 
ridden, low-ceilinged, stuffy, 
converted chicken coop - the 
only vacation spot available at 
short notice. 

When we forced ourselves to 
seek out better accommodations 
for the following year, we 
discovered idyllic Brant Lake on 
the outskirts of its more famous 
sister, Lake George. 

Almost every summer 
thereafter, our family resided in 
a cabin (and later a huge 
trailer) on the waters edge of a 
small wooded community 
known as Mead’s Cottages. A 
sandy beach, communal 
recreation hall, late night 
songfests and bonfires, and a 
country store stocked with 
penny candy and other in- 
numerable goodies evoke some 
of the pleasantest memories I 
hold. 5 

For Brant Lake wasn't just a 
lake; it was, and remains today, 
a state of mind. Its calm clear 
waters ringed by the looming 


Nothing in my life has ever 
brought the sense of peace one 
feels at Brant Lake. A late night 
swim as a glimmer of lights dot 
the far shore and an eerie 
stillness settles over the place. A 
stroll at dawn as hardly a ripple 
disturbs the solitude of the pines 
at waters edge. A quiet moment 
perched on a jutting rock for- 
mation far from the families 
splashing and laughing at noon. 
A walk in the moonlight with a 
loved one, savoring the natural 
wonder all around. All are 


* scenes which conjure up 


same senes of calm and tranquil 
beauty. 

As kids, we roasted mar- 
shmallows and hot dogs, held 
rowboat races to nearby islands, 
swam and fished off the rustic 
dock, picked wildflowers, and 
spent rainly days playing en- 
diess games of checkers and 
monopoly 

We got up early to catch frogs 
hidden in the nearby rushes. We 
polished our water ski 
techniques and hiked up Swede 
Mountain to search for

Station. We took endless walks 
down the winding dirt road to 
the shoreline, past cabins known 
by such practical names as 
Duplex, Knotty Pine, or Joy-See.

However, the actual extent of the 
work will be determined by the bid 
Prices, Sheehan said. But, based on 
preliminary estimates drawn up by 
Arch Works, he said: 

— It will take about $50,000 to 
repair the fire station roof and some 
interior walls damaged by water. 

— It will take about $37,000 to 
repair the library roof and some 
$3,000 to repair the ceiling tiles and 
lighting fixtures in the library that 
were damaged by water. 

— It will take about $25,000 to 
repair the portico, which is the

front of the Center School. 

~ It will take about $50,000 to 
oa the town hall roof and about 
$85,000 to repair the masonary, 
gutters, windows and flashings of 
the building as well as paint the 
exterior and reinstalling a railing 
around the town hall clock. 

~ And that some $15,000 to 
$17,000 will be spent on 
architectural fees for the entire 
Project. 

Sheehan feels the funding will 
bring the town hall back to the way 
it looked when it was built in the 
early 1900s. Saying the town hall is 
about the only municipal building in 
town with a vast history, Sheehan 
feels the town should treat it well 
and showcase it. 

Sheehan also says it will save the 
town money in the long run by 
starting to repair the buildings now 
rather then continue to let them get 
worse and cost more to repair or 
replace later. He also has plans to 
revamp the town hall and town 
center area. 

He said he is currently working 
on plans that would see an 
expansion of the land area around 
the town common by moving or 
closing off one of the two 
roadways that cut through the 
common, Pleasant Street and Town 
Hall Avenue. He would also like to 
see the wires strung across the 
town common buried underground 
at sometime in the future, but said 
these projects are only in the very 
early planning stages.

The farmers of Wilmington who 
marched in response to the alarm of 
April 19, 1775 were divided into 
two companies. One was the 
Militia, of probably less than 50 
men commanded by Captain 
Timothy Walker, who was the 
town and church treasurer, and 
who lived on what is today 
Shawsheen Avenue. The other was 
the Minutemen, 27 in number, 
commanded by Captain 
Cadwallader Ford Jr, a young 
aspiring attorney. Ford lived with 
his father, in the front half of what 
is today the John Brooks home on 
Salem Street. 

No one wore a uniform. It is to 
be doubted if there was a tri-corn 
hat among them. What hats there 
were are to be described as 
“slouch” hats, which fitted over the 
head without rhyme or reason, 

Capt, Ford was a proper person 
to gommand a company of 
Minutemen. In effect that 
organization can be called a 
"striking force;” young men ready 
to march on notice. He and Capt. 
John Brooks of Reading were on 
friendly terms and he probably was 
acquainted with the commanding 
officers of the Minutemen in the 
nearby towns as well. 

Of course there was 
communication between the various 
captains. Of course there were 
tenative plans on how to respond if 
the British were to march. 

The march to Concord was no 
accident. It was, for the British 
ferzes, 2 designated target, a place 
wkere the Yankees were keeping 
arms and ammunition, Without 
doubt and yet without proof, one 
can say che commanding officers of 
the Minutemen companies knew 
wey were to march to Bedford, so 
as to be on the flank of the British if 
they did march to Concord. 

Captain Ebenezer Bridge of the 
Billerica Minutemen would (and 
did) take command in Bedford. It 
was he who marched the 
Minutemen to Meriam's Farm,

where the real fighting of the 
Revolution began. 

A drawing exists which purports 
to show how the American forces 
were disposed of, by Captain 
Bridge, while awaiting the arrival 
of the British on their return toward 
Boston. Billerica, Chelmsford and 
Reading troops numbered about 
three companies each. There was 
one company of Wilmington troops 
near the Meriam barn. Those were 
the 27 Minutemen under Captain 
Ford. 

From Meriam's corner. to 
Cambridge there was a continuing 
battle which lasted until nightfall, 
when the British were within their 
own lines. Thousands of American 
soldiers were surrounding Boston. 
The Battle. of Concord and 
Lexington was over, 

‘The battle was over. The seige of 
Boston had begun. It would last for 
nearly 11 months. Soldiers from all 
over New England took part in that 
seige.

Artemas Ward was the general and 
commander in chief of the 
Massachusetts forces. His 
headquarters were in Cambridge. 
Massachusetts was being governed 
(outside of Boston) by the 
Massachusetts Provincial 
Gongress. A Committee on Safety 
held, in effect, the executive 
authority on military matters. 

The number of soldiers to be in 
the volaunteer army surrounding 
Boston was voted by the Congress 
to be 13,600. Recruiting of soldiers 
was the order of the day. 

Captain Ford returned to 
Wilmington to become Military 
Advisor to the Board of Selectmen. 
The command of the company was 
tumed over to Lieutenant (now 
captain) Harnden. Sergeant William 
Blanchard was promoted to 
lieutenant. 

John Harnden was the third man 
with that name to live in North 
Wilmington. His father, a part time 
‘school teacher, was a deacon of the 
church and could be called Deacon 
John of Wilmington. His

‘This list of Wilmington’s original Minutemen was prepared by the modern Wilm- 
ington Company of Minutemen. The artwork is by Marshall Bishop, currently the 


grandfather was deacon of the 
Reading church, at that time on the 
shores of Lake Quannipowitt, and 
could be called Deacon John of 
Reading. Captain John, as he was 
called, was in his late 30's. 

Lieutenant Blanchard was about 
24 years old. He lived at the comer 
of Middlesex Avenue and Federal 
Sweet. In his later years, while a 
Colonel, he had a store across the 
street on Middlesex Avenue. That 
store became a sort of political 
center for Wilmington. He was, in 
effect, the Federal government. 

‘The hill on which Blanchard lived 
took the name, Federal Hill, from 
this. The street leading to the hill 
then became Federal Street. 

A descendant of the French 
Hugenots, his family had lived in 
Billerica for nearly 100 years. It 
was in that town that he was born. 

Harnden and Blanchard set about 
recruiting soldiers. Their company 
was in the 27th Regiment, 
commanded by Ebenezer Bridge, 
now a Colonel, the same Ebenezei 
Bridge who had commanded at 
Meriam's Corner. The 27th was 
‘one of several regiments in and near 
Cambridge. 

There must have been 
arrangements for the farmers to get 
time off to take care of plowing and 
planting of gardens. Nothing seems 
to show in the records, but the 
work had to be done. Undoubtedly 
there was cooperation on the part of 
the captain and the lieutenant. 

‘One of the legislative acts passed 
during this period has become 

known as the “coat act.” It provided 
a bonus to any Massachusetts 
soldier who joined the army and 
served a full eight months. The 
bonus was to be a new coat, or the 
cash equivalent. 

A copy of the names in Captain 
Harden's company is on file in the 
State House, under the heading of 

“The Coat Act.” It was dated 
Dec. 28, 1775. Thirty-nine names 
were on that list, some of which 
had been scratched out. 

Wilmington names on that list 
include 12 former Minutemen and 
there are several other Wilmington 
men, either on the list, or to be 
derived from other sources. The 
remainder of the names of men 
known to have served in the 
company commanded by Capt. 
Harnden are from other towns. 

Joshua, Jotham and Timothy 
Blanchard are all Billerica names. 
and undoubtedly relatives of the 
lieutenant. William Danforth, the 
drummer for the company, had a

was a Killom family in 
Wilmington), Benjamin Mastes and 
Benjamin Willson. 

The name John Gowing Jr., is to 
be noted. He was of the family 
which lived in what was later 
known as the Gowing - Swain 
house on Lowell Street. His 
daughter, over 100 years later, was 
to make a statement about her father 
and General Washington, in 1891. 
That statement plays a part in the 
understanding of what happened to 
the command of Capt. John 
Harnden on the day of the Battle of 
Bunker Hill.

Through the pages of your 
newspaper, I would like to address 
the citizens of Wilmington with 
regard to your town's low-income 
development on the North Reading 
line. 

‘The original intention of the low 
income housing law was to 
integrate low income families into 
the community, offering them 
decent and safe housing as well as 
instilling in them a sense of dignity 
and pride, This housing site defies 
the very spirit of the law. 

First of all, this site does not 
integrate these families into the 
community, rather, it ostracizes 
them from it. There is only one way 
to reach this development and that 
is through the Town of North 
Reading. This road glso provides 
access to the Martin's Pond area for 
over 1100 residents. This road has 
been closed several times in the past 
few years due to flooding. 

Emergency and essential services 


Now that Wilmington's older 
citizens are only a few weeks away 
from moving in to a hard won 
senior center of their own, isn't it 
time we turn our attention to 
another large and often neglected 
segment of our popelstion - 
Wilmington's teenagers? 

Wouldn't it be nice if someone 
got the ball rolling to start a Teen 
Center right here in town? 
Someone, say, with the dedication 
of a Frank Birmingham, Rose 
Murray, Bill Fay, or Ruth 
Marranzini. Or someone already 
committed, like our churches’ 
youth fellowship advisors or the 
Wilmington Rec Department staff. 

Better yet, what about someone 
like yourself? Someone who cares 
enough about our young people to 
want to get involved. 

Now is your chance. Now is 


would have to be provided by 
North Reading also. It does not 
seem to me that Wilmington is 
welcoming these families into the 
heart of its community. A resident 
of this development would have to 
drive 2.2 miles through North 
Reading to reach the Wilmington 
town line, let alone stores, town 
offices or schools in Wilmington. 

The safety of the residents should 
also be a major consideration in 
choosing a site. The safety factor 
has been grossly overlooked in this 
case. This development is being 
built next to sand and gravel pits 
where heavy machinery and sand 
mountains are a dangerous 
invitation to small children. Also, 
many North Reading residents as 
far away as a mile, have cracks in 
their walls and foundations, 
testifying to the intensity of blasting 
that takes place in that area. 

Ido not think that the Wilmington 
Housing Authority has acted 
responsibly in choosing this site,

According to EduCom’s 
contract, educational plans are 
to be processed and returned 
within five days of receipt.

Wynn noted, however, that it

“Allegations have been made 
that some plans have been heid 
up an interminable amount of 
time,” commented Committee 
Chairperson Dr. Carol Wareing. 

According to Committee 
Member Lou Carciofi, the 
special education department 
has said that some plans are not 
being received for ten days to 
two w 

Wynn said he had been told by 
Special Education Director 
Michelina DeAngelis that three 
packages were received 
damaged in May and June and 
that one student’s papers were 
Jost and never found. 

“IT went through the (special 
education department's) logs,”’ 
Wynn said., 

According to the logs, 163 
plans were at least three or four 
days late, he said. 

“We also do counts,” Jackson 
replied. "We log the date the 
information sheet is received by 
us and the date it is shipped.’

North Reading struggles 
with water, housing problems 


North Reading is a town with a 
problem. 

At the present time there are two 
squabbles concerning low and 
moderate income housing. One 
concerns North Reading's own 
proposed housing, the other 
Wilmington's proposed housing 
near North Reading, in the 
so-called "Lost Colony. Each 
proposal has its opponents. 

Meanwhile, there are also water 
problems. North Reading has the 
unhappy distinction of being a town 
where the principal well delivers 
water which is unfit for human 
consumption and the other wells in 
town do not deliver enough water 
for the town's use, 

One well, known as the Stickney 
Well, off Concord Street, and not 
far from the Wilmington line, has 
been found to be contaminated with 
trichloroethylene TCE, believed to 
cause cancer. Although it was 
discovered years ago, nothing has 
been accomplished to date in terms 
of removing the chemical from the 
water, and the well remains shut 
down. 

Wilmington made a similar 
discovery after the North Reading 
well was found to be contaminated. 
The problem was corrected by the 
construction of a water treatment 
plant, costing $3,421,585, the first 
treatment plant in the country to 
successfully remove TCE frrom 
groundwater.

Formerly known as Civil Defense 
before undergoing a name change

According to Sowyrda, who is 
also deputy chief of the Wilmington 
Fire Dept., the idea of an agency is 
not to take over the job of the police 
or fire department, but to act as a 
reserve only if all other avenues are 
"totally exhausted.” Right now, the 
agency is in a three year program to 
update radio communications and 
includes a diving team and the start 
of a rescue unit with three
